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DYNAMITERS’ WORK. 


The New Parliament Building at Quebee 
Badly Shaken by Two Explosions of Dy- 
namite—Two Men Injured But No Loss of 
Life—The Shock Felt Throughout the 
City. 








QUEBEC, CAN., October 12. 

Early yesterday afternoon an explosion 
occurred at the l'arliament building, de- 
stroying a considerable portion of the 
‘aasonry and windows of the new build- 
ing, which is just being roofed in. The 
explosion at first was supposed to have 
been the boiler of the engiue used for 
hoisting mate:ial, but this was found not 
tq be the case. Neithercan it be attributed 
to gas. The general impression appears 
to be that the explosioa was caused by 
dynamite, but as none of this ingredient 
is used on the works, the mystery is how 
it came there. The workmen all being 
away at dinner, nodody but one man was 
injured and he escaped with a slight cut 
from a piece of stone. The shock was 
severe all over the city. 

The explosion did considerable damage 
to the windows in the vicinity of the 
Parliament-house. Almost all the win- 
dows in the house itself in the section 
where the explosion occurred are shat. 
tered. Mertel, a workman, and Charile- 
bois, contractor, were the only persons 
injured, and those but slightly. The 
damage by the first explosion was a con- 
siderable he'e of about twelve feet 
by five wide, bown out of the wall on 
the third story, and direct!y over the 
rght hand entrance to the assembly 
chamber, and near the place where the 
speaker’s chair is situated. The second 
explosion occurred in the northeast cor- 
ner. Toe stone forming ‘he support of the 
building is badly bulged, and it is doubt- 
ful if it can be repaired withdut Jetting 
down the whole wail. Whitever reason 
there may be for wishing the destruction 
of the building, there is no room 
to doubt that dynamite was used. A 
searching investigation into the cause of 
the explosion is" now in progress. 
Everything is quiet in the neighborhood, 
and a section of the battery is patrolling 
the grounds about the building. The 
Government was waiting the completion 
of the bullding to call the house together 
for the dispatch of business. The 
building had been so far advanced that 
only part of the roof remained unfin- 
ished. 

Regarding the cause of the explosion 
the French employes state that the 
work was dvun- by Irish dynamiters. 
While some Irish citizens think, and 
the opinion is shared by a great many, 
that the French workmen did the deed 
with a view of injuring the contractor, 
but for what reason is not apparent, 
as it is said the contractor and the 
men are on the best terms. Serious 
trouble is feared between the French 
and Irish should the accusations be ca:- 
ried much further. 

The Cabinet has decided to issue a 
proclamation offering a reward of $1,000 
for information regarding the authors of 
the outrage. Guirds have been placed on 
all powder magauines connected with the 
citadel, military stores and cartridge fac- 
tory.

The Quintuple Murder Undoubtedly Com. 
mitted by Farnival—The Movements of 
the Alleged Murderer After the Com- 
mission of the Deed—He is Still at Large 
With a Price Ou His Head. 

OmARA, NEB., October 13. 
The jury investigating the Percival 
tragedy, at Fullerton, will not report 
until Tuesday next. From the evidence 
so far taken it is plain that the verdict 


- will charge the five murders on George 


T. Furvival, the only missing ong of tha. 
party. It bas been discovered that on the 
Sunday before the tragedy Furnival and 
Mair, who were living together, quar- 
reled over a game of cricket which 
had been played that day. Mair 
got so angry that he went to a 
neighbor’s to sleep, but changed his 
mind and returned home, where the 
quarrel was renewed, and Mair was 
killed by Furnival. The latter hid the 
body in the bed until be had time to 
bury it, and he then wrote the note found 
some days ago, saying be and Mair were 
going deer hunting. Monday night Baird 
went over to Furnival’s house and discov- 
ered the murder. He started to give the 
alarm when Furnival shot and killed 
him. Kuoowing ‘that the Percivals 
would miss Baird and hunt for him, Fur- 
nival went to their dwelling the same 
night and killed the whole family. He 
took $100 from Mrs. Percival’s pocket, and 
$500 from her husband’s. Furnival then 
went back to his own house and burned 
all his own clothes, dressedina suit of 
Mair’s and started on horseback for Ful- 
lerton. When near the town he stopped 
ata haystack and passed te remainder 
of the night, lying on the hay and holdisg 
his horse vy the bridle. 

About seven o’clock Tuesday mornitg 
he rodeinto Ful.erto:: and put up his horse 
atthe hotel barn. Then he went intoa 
cornfield near the depot and waited until 
the east-bound traiv came along, when he 
ju:oped aboard. With the exception of 
the brakeman, who testified to seeing 
Furpival on the train that day between 
Fu.lerton and Genoa, there is no evi- 
dence of his movements after Jésving 
town.

The Sabbath Disecrated By a Couple of 
Brutal Exhibitions of the ‘Manly Art of 
Self-Defense.”

A desperate prize-fight for $300 
a side took place at White Hall yester- 
day morning at daybreak.

In the second round both men exhibited 
good slugging procliivities, though McCoy 
had the best of it, Maloney being flially 
knocked off his pins.

The blow landed on the victim’s 
neck below the right ear, and knocked 
him senseless. He failed to come to 
time, and McCoy was declared the 
winner, after fighting thirty-five minutes.

BURNING CUAL MINES. 


The Mines of the Hocking Valley Syndicate 
Fired by Incendiaries—The Operators Lay 
it to the Striking Miners, While the Lat-

Ghent is a town which somewhat re- 
sembles its neighbor, Bruges, although 
tt is to mea sterner sort of place, as 
befits it with its long history of inde- 
pendence and revolution. It preserves 
rouch of its ancient appearance through 
virtue of its sturdy walls, its splendid 
cathedral and other churches, and its 
antique belfry, in which the t bell 
Roland still hangs, but it has not the 
musty, delightful flavor of Bruges. It 

es, however, a flavor of its own, 
ef which, in truth, I cannot say any- 
thing in praise, for a worse smell than 
haunts its streets my unfortunate nose 
never encountered, nor could I in any- 
wise esoape it until I got aboard the 
train and left the town behind me. 
Ghent is also associated in my mind 
‘with the worst lunch [ have yet encoun- 
tered in Europe. It consisted of some 
strange meat, which [ am convinced 
was kitten, and had been waiting for a 
customer quite as long as was good for 
it. I tasted it once, but could not take 
the second mouthful, and the restaurant 
keeper was a severe looking person who 
seemed of a sort to take offense if his 
dishes were refused. I did not wish to 
become involved in an explanation with 
a st-ange, fierce man, and in an unfa- 
miliar language, and I could not eat the 
luuch for fear of dreadful internal con- 
sequences. Presently the restaurant 
keeper stepped out for a moment; I 
drew a newspaper from my pocket, 
rolled up the suspicious .portion in it 
and stowed it away again; the proprie- 
tor came back and looked unsus- 
piciously at my empty plate, and I 
arose 2nd paid him and went away; and I 
am sure I pity the dog or cat that found 
the package in the gutter into which I 
threw it as soon as I got around the cor- 
ner. I have plenty of reason to feel no 
agreeable emotion at thought of Ghent, 
but in truth my memory of it is exceed- 
ingly pleasant, and all on account of 
muy Visit to the cathedral, where 1 went 
to study Van Eyck’s splendid picture 
of the ‘Adoration of the Mystical 
iamb.”’ I was the only visitor to the 
church that afternoon, and I had the 
services of the sacristan entirely to my- 
self. He was a short, stout, little old 
man, very wheezy from living in the 
draughty old building all his life, and 
with a very calm, kind and thoughtful 
face. He spoke a better sort of French 
than most Belgians do, and although 
my own knowledge of that tongue is 
not profound, we got along very well 
together. He was very ready to talk of 
the treasures of art in the cathedral, 
and did so intelligently and to consider- 
able length upon the subject of the 
early oo of painting in Flanders, 
which he had studied, as he said, in all 
the galleries of the country. His ideas 
were his own, and very original and 
true; and it was good to hear him speak 
so eloquently upon the glories of the 
past, when the church was the mother 
of artand foremost in all its affairs. 
Ilis tone changed, however, when he 
came to modern times. ‘The church 
has lost her power,”’ he said, ‘‘and has 


- too much to do to hold her own against 


the State, and the indifference of the 
people to religious things, to find time 
or means to encourage painters and 
sculptors as she once did. Beside, the 
painters, like the people, have lost the 
deep faith in religion which is necessary 
for the making of great paintings, and 
I fear we shall never see again such 
schools as we had in the past.—Cor. 
Boston Advertiser.

The Lakes of Upper Italy. 


They lie inthe lap of the mountains 

like jewels dropped from the sky, and 
Nature has lavished her love and man 
his labor on the setting. By political 
geography they belong in part to Switz- 
erland; but if there be any force in the 
theory of natural boundaries, the Alps 
bar her claim with tremendous empha- 
sis, and in climate, scenery, religion, 
custom, and speech they are Italian. No 
sooner does the traveler by the St. 
Gothard Railway reach Locarno, the 
first station on Lago Maggiore, than he 
finds another heaven and another earth 
from those which vanished when he en- 
tered the great tunnel, a few hours ear- 
lier. The mountain peaks are sharper 
and more sértate, the curves and inden- 
tations of thé shore more deticate, the 
outlines of the landscape more finished 
and perfect; the light is at once softer 
and more splendid, the sky has a deeper 
and more tender blue, the verdure is 
richer and darker; the very weeds give 
the wayside the grace of a garden run 
wild. Already there are terraced vine- 
yards to be seen, and vines trained over 
a sort of trellised arbor called pergola, 
the supports of which are stone—one 
of the most ancient modes of grow- 
ing grapes in Italy—and orange walks, 
hanging gardens, arcades of shrubbery, 
walis of evergreen, stone stairways and 
balustrades, pillars; vases and fountains 
among the flower beds, a different cul- 
tivation, a different style of gardening, 
which adorns the humblest plot. The 
orm 2 towns upon the water’s edge 
1ave irregular tiers of red-tiled roofs, 
broken by arched porticos in the attic 
story, by slender Lombard bell-towers, 
cupolas, leng, blank palace-fronts—a 
different architecture. All this can be 
seen from Locarno, which is yet but a 
poor place compared with the towns 
Jower down the lake. It is worth while 
to stop there, though, to wash off the 
dust of the long journey in great white 
marble bath-tubs, of antique form, filled 
with cool, diamond-clear water, and to 
rest and atiune the spirit to a softer key. 
There is a new hotel, a remarkably fine 
building, with a lofty hall of entrance, 
from each end of which a marble stair- 
case leads to galleries with balusters, 
colonnades rising one above the other, 
nnd intersecting long perspectives, like 
the backgrounds of Paul Veronese’s 
banquet pictures—a Palladian interior, 
every corridor ending in an arch draped 
with muslin embroidered in Oriental 
patterns, through which a mellow pic- 
ture of lake a mountain is visible. 

At Locarno, moreover, there is the 
first pues of the art of Lombardy, in 
which some of the towns on the smaller 
lakes are so rich. and which has adorned 
the entire region with countless churches 
and palaces. Thefront of the Chiesa 
Nuova is by Tommaso Rodari, the fore- 
most of three brothers who have left 





their mark on the architecture and | 
sculpture of the late fifteenth and early | his supposed antagonist. 


sixteenth centuries throughout North- 
ern Italy. In the pilgrimage church of 
the Madonna del Sasso (Our Lady of 
the Rock.), half an hour's walk above 
jhe towm tha mild Luigi's influence is 


seen in an altar-piece by one of his fol- 
lewers. I trudged up to this sanctuary 
one afternoon, to be rewarded by the 
expedition itself beyond my expecta- 
tions, which were not great. Twodeep 
gorges bring down two noisy, demon. 
strative brooks by so precipitous 3 path 
that the water is ready to leap into cas- 
cades at every step, until they unite 
and seek the lake together. Up the 
strip of wooded rock between them, 
which rises higher and higher, broad- 
ening until it joins the mountain, 
winds the way to the church. It 
is very steep and laid in cordonate, 
a pavement of cobble-stones crossed 
by a curb at every few feet, much 
like a railway track, ballast and sleep- 
ers, without rails, raised to an angle of 
seventy degrees from the level; the 
curbs are about as far apart as cross- 
ties, and it is as hard to walk either 
upon or between them. The pilgrimage 
to the Madonna del Sasso should be 
made by all but pennitents only after 
the sun has set behind the western 
mountains. It is a pretty walk, 
although disfigured by the stations of 
the cross at short intervals; the way- 
farer passes out of the village under a 
long, vine-wreathed pergola, then over 
a bridge, then\up the narrow hillside, 
between the ravines, to the foot of the 
foundation walls of the building, and by 
a few more sharp twists to the solitary 
little stone piazza from which he enters 
the church. It dates froma miraculous 
appearance of the Virgin four hundred 
years ago, but has few signs of its age: 
within it is as freshly oe painted 
and frescoed as a hotel dining room, 
and is in so far a surprise after the lone- 
ly scramble beside the bed of the tor- 
rent. I reached it at the hour of the 
Ave Maria. The church was empty 
save for a woman and two children, 
who were kneeling together, telling 
their beads. There was a murmur of 
prayers and responses uttered by two 
invisible ministrants; the voices seemed 
to come from behind the high altar, but 
priest or aculyte there was none to be 
seen. The effect was so mysterious at 
that sunset hour that the renovated 
church grew venerable to the quickened 
sense of awe. After the last amen, 
while looking for the Luini scholar’s 
painting, I came upon a picture of the 
Extombment, a work of considerable 
beauty and religious feeling, by a Signor 
Cerusi, of Florence, as my fellow-wor- 
shiper told me. A modern picture 
from our Saviour’s history, painted 
with talent and skill, yet reverently, 
and hidden in a side-chapel of this inac- 
cessible and unvisited little church, was 
a strange thing and worth coming to 
find. The view of the Jake from the 
steps is fine, and still better from a 
little pillared side-porch, which looks 
as if it were the oldest part of the build- 
ing, and overhanging the landscape 
like the parapet of a castle. ‘The scene 
was very lovely; the peaks were pale 
rose-color, aud a bluish moisture, like 
the dewon dark grapes, rested upon the 
surface of the lake.—Allantic Monthly.

Impressions of Amsterdam 





Now we entered Amsterdam, to 
which we had looked forward as the 
climax of our tour, having read of it and 
pondered it as ‘‘the Venice of the North;”’ 
but our expectations were raised much 
too high. Any thing more unlike Venice 
it would be diflicult to imagine; and there 
is a terrible want of variety and color; 
many of the smaller towns of Holland 
are far more interesting and infinitely 
more picturesque. A castle was built 
at Amsterdam in 1204, but the town only 
became important in the Sixteenth 
Century. It is situated upon the influx 
of the Amstel to the Y, as the arm of 
the Zuyder Zee which forms the harbor 
is called, and it occupies a huge semi- 
circle, its walls being inclosed by the 
broad moat, six and a half miles long, 
which is known as Buitensingle. The 
greater part of the houses are built on 
piles, causing Erasmus to say that the 
inhabitants lived on trees like rooks. 
Inthe center of the town is the great 
square called Dam, one side of which is 
occupied by the handsome Royal Palace 
—Het Palais—built by J. Van Kampen 
in 1648. The Nieuwe Kerk (1408-1470) 
contains a number of monuments to ad- 
mirals, including those of Van Ruiter— 
‘“immensi tremor oceani’’—who com- 
manded at the Battle of Solbay, and 
Van Speyk, who blew himself up with 
his ship rather than yield to the Bel- 
gians. In the Oude Kerke of 1300 
there are more tombs of admirals. 
Hard by, in the Nieuwe Markt, is the 
picturesque cluster of Fifteenth Cen- 
tury towers called St. Anthonienswaag, 
once a city gate and now aweighing 
house. But the great attraction of Am- 
sterdam is the picture gallery of the 
Trippenhuis, called the Rijks Museum, 
and it deserves many visits.-—Gocd 
Words.

Tempered Glass. 


It is not very long since the discovery 
af M. Alfred de la Bastie filled all our 
newspapers with paragraphs, more or 
less ridiculous, about the properties of 
this glass. Some claimed it was malle- 
able; others that it could not be bro- 
ken. In fact, tempered glass was to 
supersede all other materials. The ex- 
citement being over, tempered glass 
may now take its rank among valuable 
inventions, subject, however, to many 
defects in its present state. 

The process of tempering glass, as is 
well known, consists in heating a piece 
of glass, say 1 window pane, to such a 
degree as to approach malleabilty, but 
not hot enough to lose its shape; the 
glass in this state is instantly plunged 
into a bath composed of fatty and res- 
inous matter, which is heated and main- 
tained liquid at a temperature ranging 
from three hundred to six hundred de- 
grees, according to the quality of the 
glass. The difference of temperature 
between the malleable state, about 
1,400 degrees, and that of the bath con- 
stitutes the temper. 

Glass in the plastic state, when 
plunged into cold water, will fly to 
pieces if dropped indiscriminately, but 
if a piece of fluid glass is allowed to fall 
into water in the shape of a tear or drop, 
it will be perceived that the outside of 
the glass cools at once, while the inside 
remains partly fluid for some time, as 
ean be distinguished by the red color 
showing through the water. This cool- 
ing will continue until the mass is per- 
fectly solid. This indicates that the 
outside layer becomes at once fon- 
densed by cooling, while the in- 
side remains fluid and consequently 
more distended. This cooling process 
goes on, the outside layer compressing 
the next adjoining, until the whole mass 
is thoroughly cooled. This peculiar 
form and state of glass is known as 
Prince Rupert’s drops. Though a hard 
blow may be struck upon the thick part 
of these drops, it has no perceptible ef- 
fect, but 1f the thin tail end is ruptured 
the whole mass instantly flies to pieces. 
The glass appears to be under a great 
state of tension, and the least rupture of 
the equilibrium, such as the breaking of 
the slender thread terminating the drop, 
is sufficient to destroy the mass. 

Until the discovery of tempered glas: 
by M. de la Bastie, it had always been 
considered that unless a lamp chimney 
or any other piece of glass was perfectly 
annealed, differences of temperature 
brought on suddenly would invariably 
cause a breakage. The Bastie glass 
would seem to prove this view to be er- 
roneous, as the tempered glass can sus- 
tain sudden and extreme changes of 
temperature without breaking. Molten 
lead has been poured into a glass bowl 
or tumbler without producing a frac-° 
ture. A piece of plate glass tempered 
by the Bastie process, having been 
heated among coals, was _ suddenly 
plunged-into cold water without pro- 
ducing any effect. This experiment, 
repeated five times in succession, did 
not seem to impair the qualities of the 
giass, for on dropping it from a 
fifth story window it did not break. It 
may be said, however, that if in the 
heating the temperature should reach 
the point at which it would be an- 
nealed, the temper would be destroyed. 
This action does not seem to take place 
when the period of reheating is not con- 
tinued too long. A plate of glass 6} 
by 4} inches and _ three-sixteenths 
inch thick could only be broken under 
the shock of a weight of seven ounces 
falling thirteen feet, while an ordinary 
piece of glass of the sanie dimensions 
would break under half of that weight 
falling about sixteen inches. 

M. Siemens, of Dresden, says that 
the strength of glass is increased fifty 
times by being tempered. A bent plate 
of glass laid upon the floor, the convex 
side upward, is capable of resisting the 
weight of an ordinary sized man with- 
cut breaking. The glass while subjected 
to the weight will flatten out, but as 
soon as the pressure is removed it will 
spring back to its original shape. 
Hardened glass seems to be less dense 
than ordinary glass; it is harder, how- 
ever, and is more difficult to cut by the 
diamond and tempered tools; it also 
possesses a much superior elasticity 
over the ordinary ylass. 

Since tempered glass, however, can 
not be cut with the diamond without 
flying to pieces, its use must necessarily 
be limited to definite sizes not re- 
quiring to be modified; this is quite a 
drawback to its use. It would seem, 
however, that some of the defects have 
already been overcome, for at the Paris 
Exposition quite a display of tem- 
pered goods was made by the Societe 
Anonyme du Verre Trempe, of Paris. 
Among other things was quite a display 
of druggists’ and chemical glassware, 
mortars, pestles, beakers, covered 
bowls, funnels; also a variety of plain 
and cut glass tumblers, goblets, de- 
canters, globes and chimneys; opal 
plates; a depolished bowl with cut 
facets, colored glass, engraved, cut, 
etc. It is said that the making of ar- 
ticles varying in thickness is hazardous, 
as many of them are apt to fly to pieces 
either in the making or cutting. — Glass.

Kerguelen’s Land. 





In former years the Kerguelen grou 
of islands was noted as a favorite breed- 
ing>place for the sea elephant. On this 
account it has been much frequented by 
sealers for the last forty years, and re- 
sorted to by whalers as a wintering 

lace. The elephants have been so 
recklessty killed, that they are now 
quite rare, but are still found in con- 
siderable numbers on Hurd’s Isiand. 
Probably they would long ago have 
entirely abandoned the Kerguelen 
Island, but for the single inaccessible 
stretch of coast called ‘‘Bontire Beach,” 
where they still ‘haul up” in the 
months of October and November, and 
breed in considerable numbers. This 
beach is shut in by precipitous cliffs, 
across which it is quite impossible to 
transport oil in casks, nor can boats 
land from the sea, or vessels lie at an- 
chor in the offing, on account of the 
heavy western winds which prevail a 
great part of the time. On captuting 
a small female some scientists made 
s eareful examination of it with 
this result: Itwas eight feet and ten 
inches long, and in girth eight feet and 
four inches, being enormously fat. The 
layer of fat, beneath the skin, was four 
inches thick, and the body seemed al- 
most formless, and the fat quivered 
like a jelly. Another specimen which 
they killed, a bull elephant, measured 
twenty-three feet in length. These fel- 
lows, which alone are provided with a 
roboscis, take charge of each, of a 
arge number of females, guarding them 
from the approach of other bulls, and 
revent them from returning to the sea 
batons the young are old enough to do 
so with safety. During the breeding 
the bulls are very pugnacious, fighting 
fiercely with each other, and even at- 
tacking the sealers themselves. Al- 
though seemingly so unwieldly, they get 
over the beaches with surprising speed 
—advancing both flippers at a time and 
using them like crutches. The beaches 
of the Royal Sound are fringed by in- 
numerable wallows or cradle-shaped 
pits, in which the animals lie durin 
the breeding season, recalling the buf- 
falo wallows of our Western prairies. 

Besides the sea elephant the sea leop- 
ard often visits the island, as do several 
species of seal. The leopard is hunted 
for its oil, but is less valuable than the 
elephant, being a much more active 
animal, and therefore less heavily loaded 
with blubber. The king penguin is said 
to be its favorite food, which speaks 
well for the sea leopard’s activity in 
water, the penguin swimming rapidly 
enough, of course, to catch the fish upon 
which it feeds. The leopard is described 
as pursuing and overtaking the penguin 
under water, rising to the surface and 
tossing it into the air, so as to catch it 
more securely, crosswise, in its jaws. 
It is also said that many species of 
whale and porpoises abound in the 
neighboring seas. In the early days of 
whaling in the Indian Ocean, the Deso- 
lation Islands are said to have literally 
swarmed with whales, for which the 
numerous inlets and bays of the archi- 
pelago furnished secure and sheltered 
breeding places. Even now this region 
is one of the best whale-fishing grounds 
of the Antarctic Seas.—N. Y. Observer. 
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The World’s Great Bells. 





Russia is in the lead in the line of 
bells, some of her manufacture being 
the most famous of the world. It is 
said that in Moscow alone before the 
great fire, there were no fewer than 
1,706 large bells. One called the giant, 
which was cast in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and broken by falling from its 
support, and recast in 1654, was so large 
that it required twenty-four men to ring 
it; its weight was estimated at 288,000 
pounds. It was suspended from an im- 
mense beam at the foot of a bell tower, 
but it again fell during the fire of June 
19, 1707, and was asecond time broken 
to fragments, which were used with 
different material in 1732 in casting the 
King of Bells, still to’ be seen at Mos- 
cow. Some falling timber in the fire 
of 1737 broke a piece from its side, 
which has never been replaced. The 
bell -is estimated to weigh 443,732 
pounds; it is 19 feet 3 inches high, and 
measures round the margin 60 feet 9 
inches. Its value in metal alone is esti- 
mated to amount to upward of $400,- 
000. St. Ivan’s also in Moscow, is 40 
feet 9 inches in circumference, 16} feet 
thick, and weighs 127,830 pounds. The 
bells of China rank next to those of 
Russia in size. In Pekin there are seven 
bells, each of which, according to 
Father Le Compt, weighs 120,000 
pounds. The weight of the leading 
great hells of the world may be seen in 
the following:
